Contribution for relief expenses, and in 
Stoneham it is expected that the employees 
will give five percent for the remainder of the 
year. The action of the Reading employees 
probably makes unnecessary the calling of a 
Spec ial town meeting to appropriate money 
for the welfare and soldiers’ relief depart- 
ments, The Stoneham unemployment com- 
mittee has raised between $3000 and $4000, 
but more is needed,

\ glimmer of hope brightened the meeting 
of the Andover Emergency committee Tues 
day evening, when it was announced that 
registrations had decreased and some of the 
registered men had gone back to work in the 
mills. Walter M. Lamont, agent of the Wood 
Mill and a member of the committee, was 
present and stated that the mills have been 
picking up. When asked if he felt that this 
were to be permanent, Mr. Lamont said that 
nothing could be called permanent nowa- 
days. However, the committee is expecting 
a letup in the need for emergency relief work 
during the summer, although it is aware of 
the fact that there is every promise of a hard 
winter. 

The total registration up to the Tuesday 
meeting amounted to 381, including 60 which 
were turned over to Dr. Daly of the welfare 
| department. Most of these latter cases are 

people who have a legal settlement else- 
| where, and so if Dr. Daly spends money on 
| them, the town will be reimbursed later, 
whereas the committee can receive no refund | 
from the towns in which the person has a 
| settlement. 
| It was reported that many men had been 
given work through the committee’s funds 
On the week ending June 25, a total of 84 | 
men were employed; the following week 109 | 
were sent to work; and this week 162 were | 
| given jobs. The work is being staggered in | 
the usual cases, with a man getting three 
days one week, two the next, one the third 
‘week, and then back to three and so on. In| 
| the most needy cases three days must be 
| given weekly. About $500 is being spent on 
| labor each week. 

Mr. Eaton reported that the committee | 
now had $3286 in the treasury, or $193 more 
than the preceding week. Contributions from | 
| the town employees and officials amounted 
to $191.82. This figure was considerably 
higher than the average since those who re- 
| ceive their salaries monthly allowed deduc- 
tions at this time, The expenditures last week | 
| amounted to $424.80, and $169.60 was also | 
| spent in the soldiers relief and public welfare | 
funds. | 
| It was emphasized at the meeting that 
| more money would be needed. While there is | 
| enough at present to continue work for some 
| time, the citizens of Andover will have to 
continue to contribute if they wish to allevi 

ate the situation. Mrs. Johnson reported a 
|falling off in contributions to her private 
}funds, and she also mentioned that very 
little was being contributed for the orange 
barrels.

Town Employees’ Vacations 
| Result in No Extra Expense 


State Law Passed in 1914 and Accepted by Town Re- 
quires Two Weeks’ Vacation for Regularly Employed 
Laborers, but Employees All Cooperating 


The town employees are as a body co-op 
this year to eliminate the extra 


| expenditure which is made necessary by the 


customary two weeks’ vacation which has 
been granted them in the past. During the 
week a law was unearthed which stated that 
all laborers regularly employed by towns and 
cities in Massachusetts should be granted a 
two weeks’ vacation without loss of pay, but 
in spite of this Andover’s employees are de

The law was passed by the General Court 
in 1914, and in accordance with its second 
section was submitted to the voters at the 
State election on November 3, 1914. The 
law was to go into effect in any town a 
majority of whose voters were in favor of it, 
and the count in Andover stood 445 to 430 
for adoption. However, the law applied 
specifically to laborers, and while the dic- 
tionary definition of this word is very com- 
prehensive, the consensus of opinion among 
Andover officialdom seems to be that it 
includes only those engaged in manual labor 
and not classified as something else. That is, 
a janitor, for instance, would not be counted 
a laborer within the meaning of this law, ac- 
cording to the interpretation of the town 
officials, 

This law, then, would apply probably only 


| to the laborers in the Board of Public Works 


who are employed the year around, This 
board, however, is having the regular work- 
ers who rate a vacation under this statute

Shawsheen at High Level 


Rentals to Remain Same, According to Letter Received 
by Residents This Morning—Company Offers Occu- 


1y Before Outsiders 


Another page in the history of Andover’s 
model community, Shawsheen village, was 
written last Saturday when 231 brick and 
wooden dwellings, erected by the American 
Woolen company and the late William M. 
Wood, were purchased by a new corporation 
known as the Andover Shawsheen Realty 
company, for a sum estimated to be in the 
vicinity of one million dollars. The company 
is controlled and managed by F. M. and T. 
E. Andrew of Lawrence 

An indication of what the policy of the new 
company in the village will be is found in a 
letter received this morning by the present 
tenants. The same high standards that have 
given the village a reputation of distinction 
will be maintained, and tenants will be as 
before picked with a view to keeping this 
community on this high plane. The occu 
pants of the houses are being given an oppor 
tunity to purchase the same at a reasonable 
price, and for the present no other offer will 
be considered. The management has also 
announced that until conditions materially 
improve they have no intention of changing 
the present rentals. 

The firm has opened an office in the ad 
ministration building at Shawsheen and will 
have a representative there from 9 a.m, until 
5 p.m. and from 7 p.m. until 9 p.m 


Throughout the whole plan there runs the | 


idea that Shawsheen must not be allowed to 
deteriorate, either materially or in its at 
mosphere. Refinement has been the keynote 
since the beginning of the development, and 
it will continue this way as long as F. M, and 
T. E. Andrew have anything to do with the 
village. For no reason will that air of distinc 
tion be allowed to disappear or even dimin 
ish. The Textile Realty Company were very 
careful as to whom they were to sell the 
property to, for they did not wish it to fall 
into the hands of anyone who might make of 
it a money-making scheme 
to the real intrinsic value of this ideal com 
munity. The new company intends to put 
real values foremost and money values sec 
ond 

rhis idea was propounded in the letter 
received by the residents this morning. It 
reads as follows 

We understand that you have received a 
communication from the ‘Textile Realty 
Company informing you that they have 
transferred two hundred and _ thirty-one 
houses in Shawsheen Village, Andover, 
Massachusetts, to a new Corporation, the 
Andover Shawsheen Realty Company, and

The $3000 appropriation for the assessors’ 
| Survey is almost entirely spent, but the reval- 
|} uation of the town has not yet been com- 
| pleted, according to information received 
| yesterday. Frank H. Hardy, chairman of the 

board of assessors, stated W ednesday morn- 
ing that the new valuations resulting from 
| the 1932 survey would be used in determin- 
| ing the tax rate for the coming year 

Tuesday's warrant contained a bill for 
$859.00, bringing the total amount expended 
so far this year to $2700.75. This leaves a 
balance of $249.25 in the assessors’ survey 
accourt, A total of 282 new cards have been 
made out. At the annual town meeting Mr 
| Hardy reported that approximately 1800 
index cards had been filed, and so there are 
about 2100 now on file. The selectmen began 
| this week on the task of giving the property 
surveyed the proper valuation as indicated 
by the information on the cards,

Yo date $21,149 has been spent on this 
project. It has created a great deal of con- 
| troversy throughout the town, the high spot 
being reached last fall when the tax bills 
were sent out. While the tax rate was lower 
than it had been for some time, the valua- 
tions were in general much higher than here- 
tofore, so that the bills were in many cases 
higher despite the low rate. The new valua- 
tions used at that time covered only part of 
the town, and so there were many 
plaints ; 

In 1926 a special article was adopted pro- 
viding for the appropriation of $3000 for an 
assessors’ survey. This article was passed 
without The following year a

similar recommendation was incorporated in 
the regular budget, and at this time Myron 
| E. Clark asked how many years it was to 
continue. Mr, Hardy explained that “We 
appropriated $3000 toward the end of a total 
of probably approximately $12,000 to carry 
this thing through to completion.” George 
B. Frost arose to say that “by the report 
of the matter in the Townsman there was not 
a scintilla of a suggestion that $3000 would 
not pay the entire bill.” 

Others had evidently shared Mr, Frost’s 
ideas on the subject, and as the years rolled 
on sentiment against the continued appro 
priations was crystallizing. In 1931 there was 
much discussion on this point at the town 
meeting, Chairman Charles J. Bailey of the

The townspeople cannot fail to 
be indignant about the carrying out of 
this project. No one likes to purchase 
anything on the condition that it will 
cost a certain sum and then find that he 
must continue lo pay indefinitely, 


We have been told that the low tax 


rate can be attributed to this survey. 
Possibly it can, but no one is fooled by 
this statement. The taxpayer is more 


concerned with the total amount he has 
to pay and not with how much he has to 
pay per thousand dollars of valuation, 
What good is a three dollar decrease in 
the tax rate if it is made possible by a 
big boost in valuation? 

This plan was evidently entered into 
blindly, with no thought as to just how 
long the work would last. To receive 
any value for money already expended, 
we will have to continue until the whole 
town is revalued, so that all the tax- 
payers are placed on the same basis, and 
it is this that is so irritating to the 
townspeople, 

It is time to put a stop to something 
that has almost become a permanent 
fixture. When an appropriation for the 
assessors’ survey is asked next year, the 
voters should grant it only on the ab 
solute assurance that it will be the last 
We elect an assessor each year, and we 
do not intend lo start in hiring perman- 


ent assessors.

In Memoriam 


REV. FREDERIC PALMER 

Rev. Frederic Palmer had been a preacher 
for fourteen years before coming to An 
dover, and after he left here he had still in 
front of him nearly twenty years as profes- 
sor, editor of the “Harvard Theological Re 
view,’ and an alert member of university 
society in Cambridge; but for the people of | 
this town he had only one history, and that 
was comprised within his twenty-five years | 


as rector of Christ Church. | 

The period is so far past now that it is dim 
for most Townsman readers; but it was not 
at all dim then. There was nothing dim about 
Mr. Palmer. Some ministers, outside their 
brief appearances in the pulpit—and cases | 
have been known even when they are in 
their pulpits—are rather indistinct persons; 
but he was a person wherever he was. 

This is not to say that he was a great man, 
a man with a massive mind. But for a com-| 
pact, crisp intelligence, neat and serviceable, | 
quick and stimulating, it is possible that one 
might not find his like nor his equal in any of | 
the ministries of any of the town’s churcheg 
through 225 years } 

Detiniteness and distinctness were his 
constant traits. His mind suggested to one 
the contents of a frigidaire.

Former Rector of 
Christ Church Dies 


Rev. Frederic Palmer, D.D., rector of 
Christ Church for a quarter of a century 
from 1888 to 1913, died last Monday at the 
home of his brother, Professor George Her- 
bert Palmer, 11 Quincy street, Cambridge. 
Dr. Palmer had been failing in health since 
the first of the year and had been confined to 
his bed for the past three weeks 

Dr. Palmer, known and beloved by all 
workers in the Episcopal church of this dis- 
trict, was famous throughout the United 
States as a lecturer and writer. He was born 
in Boston on August 6, 1848, the son of 
Julius A. and Lucy Manning (Peabody) 
Palmer. 

In 1869 he received his A.B. degree from 
Harvard, his A.M. degree in 1872 from the 
same institution, and in the same year the 
degree of bachelor of sacred Theology from 
the Andover Theological Seminary. 

From 1874 until 1878 Dr. Palmer was 
pastor of a Congregational Church in Re 
vere. He then became a deacon in the Pro- 


| testant Episcopal Church, and in 1879, as 


priest, became assistant minister of Em 
manuel Church in Boston. He remained there 
for a year, taking charge of a parish in 
Jenkintown, Pa, from 1880 until 1888. In the 
latter year he came to Christ Church in 


| Andover, where for twenty-five years he 


remained as rector. In 1913 he discontinued 
his work in the pulpit to become lecturer on 
homiletics at the Harvard Divinity School
